lazy, immature, irresponsible, 
immoral and smeily. 
“I question this hard name­ 
calling,” said Peggy Liggett, a 
student at Texas Christian Uni­ 
versity. “Rather than name­ 
calling, we ought to try to recti­ 
fy conditions in society that 
cause them to withdraw from 
it.” 
The youngsters and Dr. Fitch, 
who teaches Christian ethics at 
the Pacific School of Religion, 


tangled on the subject Sunday 
night at the General Assembly 
of the Christian Church (Disci­ 
ples of Christ). 
Telling Us Something 
“The hippies are trying to tell 
us something about the society 
we’re living in.” said Frederick 
W. Smith, of Minneapolis, chair­ 
man of the youth panel. “In a 
sense they’re a product of .socie­ 
ty. We need to ask what they’re 
saying about a society on which 


they’ve turned their backs.” 
C o m m e n t e d Dr. Fitch: 
“They’re trying to tell us they 
don’t want to grow up and be re­ 
sponsible adults.” 
About 10,000 church people in 
Kansas City’s Municipal Audito­ 
rium applauded points scored 
by the contenders, most often 
for Dr. Fitch’s views.

ity over the age of 30 in this 


audience,” observed Smith. 
“Don’t talk to me about being 
over 30,” said Dr. Fitch. “My

Out Details 


Of Programs 


KEY BISCAYNE, Fla. (AP) 
— Richard M. Nixon has en­ 
tered a new phase of his presi­ 
dential campaign, spelling out 
the details of his programs for 
the first time and intensifying 
the attack on his foes. 
The Republican nominee an­ 
nounced Sunday his crime fight­ 
ing proposals, calling for crea­ 
tion of a national academy of 
law enforcement to train local 
police and a high-level national 
crime fighting council. 
The day before, he dealt with 
the problems of the aged, pledg­ 
ing cost-of-living increases in 
Social Security pensions. 
Talks Of Violence 
In both statements. Nixon hit 
hard at his Democratic oppo­ 
nent. Vice President Hubert H 
Humphrey. And he is now deal­ 
ing openly in speeches with his 
other foe, George C. Wallace, 
the American Independent par­ 
ty candidate. 
“We are picking up in both 
fire and substance,” said an 
aide. "We are now filling out 
the programs. You’ll also notice 
the tempo of the attack picking 
up.'* 
In the future, he said, Nixon 
will be announcing the details of 
his proposals on taxes, inflation, 
veterans problems and other is­ 
sues.

Nixon’s plans “depend on what 
happens in the negotiations.”

General Elections Next 
Adoption of a new constitution 
Is just a first step toward return 
to a parliamentary system such 
as the one swept out of office by 
a bloodless army coup April 21, 
1967. The next step would be 
general elections, but no date 
has been set. 
Martial law and press control 
continue in the country, and 
about 2.100 leftists remain im­ 
prisoned on two Aegean Sea is­ 
lands. At least 12 former depu­ 
ties or politicians also are still 
under house arrest or in exile in 
rural areas.

With only a month to go to the Presidential 
.election on Nov. 5 the campaign has settled down 
into this pattern: 
Richard Nixon is playing it cool and calm. 
George Wallace is scaring the wits out of 
both Republicans and Democrats. 
Hubert Humphrey is floundering. 
The polls and most of the political prattle 
indicate that Nixon has a strong lead and is cur­ 
rently the best prospect for election. 
Wallace is more of a sensation than either 
Nixon or Humphrey because he was underesti­ 
mated before the campaign and now perhaps he’s 
being overestimated, but nobody 
can be sure 
about that so he is the bogeyman of the cam­ 
paign.

Humphrey is the sad soul of the election, 
seemingly fated by an inheritance of problems 
that are insoluble and that are dooming him to 
defeat. 
The campaign is developing and revealing 
the depth of feeling of Americans about the war 
in Vietnam, Negro militancy, inflation, taxes, 
and other problems. 
What can’t be known yet is the serious in­ 
tent of many persons who say that they’re going 
to vote for George Wallace because they’re sick 
of lawlessness and that he’ll straighten things 
out pronto. In U. P. factories there are signs: 
“Wallace Headquarters.” Are millions going to 
try to substitute a policeman for a president? 
And one who is a racist and segregationist and 
who rejects our system of justice and our code 
of morals?

We’ll soon know w hether the country’s pol­ 
itical sickness is even worse than the diagnosis. 
Should the election result lineup be: Nixon, Wal­ 
lace, Humphrey, as some pundits are now saying 
it could be, a sobering problem would result. 
Nixon is offering himself as a moderate who 
is trying to unify the dissident forces of the 
nation and he’d have no mandate for modera­ 
tion, but one for the rejection of liberalism and 
the strong embracement of retrogression if Wal­ 
lace were pressing him closely in the second spot. 
This would be a disaster for America.

The two great developments of the cam­ 
paign so far are the surge of national frustration 
expressed in support of Wallace, and the poor 
showing of Humphrey. 
The Vice president has a very fine record 
of liberalism and has been an effective leader in 
our civil rights progress and social welfare pro­ 
gram. He got his presidential effort off to a good 
start with a fine acceptance speech at the Demo­ 
cratic convention and then set out on the cam­ 
paign trail and stumbled. 
He is saddled with a staggering burden of 
public dislike for the Johnson Administration 
and he is unable or unwilling to separate himself 
from it. He has talked too much — “Ask him the 
time of day and he tells you how to make a 
watch,” say dismayed Democrats — and he has 
been irresponsibly optimistic. 
He’s said that if he’s re-elected prosperity 
will continue, and that he’ll raise social security 
benefits by half and 
start bringing the boys 
home from Vietnam. President Johnson felt the 
necessity to rebuke him on the last one and the 
country can easily assess the worth of the other 
promises. 
When George Wallace, who has been ham­ 
mering hardest at Nixon 
was asked 
why he 
didn’t assault Humphrey more he said “He’s been 
doing so poorly lately I thought I’d better let 
him alone.”

The race isn’t over yet and Harry Tinman 
defeated Tom Dewey in a somewhat similar sit­ 
uation in 1948. In an effort to reverse the trend 
the Democrats are trying some strong medicine. 
George Ball, the very able 
undersecretary of 
state who has been a dove among Lyndon John­ 
son’s hawks on the Vietnam War, has resigned 
bis position as ambassador to the United Nations 
to campaign for Humphrey. 
Ball shucked his diplomacy to call Nixon 
“Tricky Dick” and labeled Nixon’s vice presiden­ 
tial running mate, Spiro Agnew , the governor of 
Maryland “a fourth rate, hack politician.” The 
Republicans, of course, labeled Ball a hatchet 
man for Humphrey. He is apparently trying to 
trigger the error that Humphrey says he’s sure 
that Nixon will make during the campaign. 
We’d guess that Nixon is too old a hand at 
political infighting to bite on that worn lure. He 
has been letting Agnew do the hatchet work sad 
playing tile role of diplomat, unifier and peace­ 
maker himself, so much so tha. wiien Agnew 
teed off on Humphrey’s loyalty Nixon quickly 
vouched for Humphrey’s loyalty to show his own 
restraint.

Notes On Chicago 
Riot Strategists

about three top strategists of 
the Chicago youth riots.

David 
Dellinger, 
53, 
was 
born at Wakefield, Mass. In 
October, 1940, he refused to 
register for the draft. He also 
balked even at registering him­ 
self as a conscientious ob­ 
jector. 
As a result, Dellinger was 
indicted by a New York grand 
jury. 
He pleaded guilty and 
was sentenced to one year and 
a day in prison. 
On being released, Dellinger 
registered for military service 
but said he was a conscientious 
objector. In June, 1943, he was 
charged with failure to report 
for a physical examination. He 
again pleaded guilty and was 
sentenced in August, 1943, at 
Newark, N. J., to two years in 
prison. 
Little was heard of Dellin­ 
ger for the next two decades. 
It is known that he was edi­ 
tor of Liberation 
magazine, 
published by the Fellowship of 
Reconciliation 
and 
that 
in 
April, 
1964, 
he traveled to 
Cuba legally as a news repre­ 
sentative. Since then he has 
spoken out for the Castro re­ 
gime at meetings sponsored by 
the Fair Play for Cuba Com­ 
mittee. 
As chairman of the National 
Mobilization Committee to End 
the War in Vietnam, Dellinger 
was a major organizer of the 
October, 1967, march on the 
Pentagon.

Jerry Clyde Rubin, 30, was 
born in Cincinnati, Ohio, at­ 
tended Oberlin College for one 
year and the University of Cin­ 
cinnati five years, ending up 
with a B. S. degree in Ameri­ 
can history in 1962.

He traveled to Cuba illegally

Rubin has been a full-time 
paid employe of the Vietnam 
Day Committee.

Hayden was one of the in­ 
stigators of the demonstrations 
aaginst Dow Chemical Co. re­ 
cruiters at Rutgers University. 
He is quoted as having said, 
“The issue is not that Dow 
Chemical has free speech but 
rather that they are war crim­ 
inals . I think that in this 
case civil disobedience is justi­ 
fied.”

NEW YORK (AP) - One out 
of every eight New York City 
residents will be receiving wel­ 
fare by the end of the year, says 
Jack R. Goldberg, city commis­ 
sioner of social services. 
Goldberg said Sunday that 
875,000 residents now receive 
public assistance. 
He urged that the federal gov­ 
ernment pay at least 90 per cent 
of the cost. The present 50 per 
cent reimbursement, he added, 
is not enough.

in

Gallery of 
Art. 
Washington, 
have been 
reproduced so manv times that 
the 
museum probably holds 
some sort of record for the 
circulation of its art works. 
There are the regular repro­ 
ductions suitable for framing, 
of course, 
which have been 
published in many thousands 
of copies, and there are many 
reproductions in art books, but 
the real volume of reproduc­ 
tion lies in the postage stamps 
that the United 
States and 
several foreign countries have 
issued from paintings (or por­ 
tions of paintings) now in the 
National Gallery. 
The most-circulated work of 
art from this museum at pres­ 
ent is Hans Memling’s “Ma­ 
donna and Child with Angels,” 
dating from about 1480. 
It was issued as a 5-cent 
Christmas stamp for 1966 and 
again in 1967. In each year it 
sold more than 2 billion copies 
—billions, not millions. 


Michigan First 
The 1966 Christmas stamp 
was first used at Christmas, 
Michigan, when “First Day 
of Issue” ceremonies 
were 
held at the tiny hamlet, near 
Munising. 


Another Flemish masterpiece, 
Jan van Eyck’s “Anunciation,” 
has been chosen for the 6-cent 
Christmas stamp of 1968. 
It 
will show only the angel. 
Thus far only one other re­ 
ligious theme has been issued 
as a stamp from the works of 
art at the National Gallery. 
In 1965 the United States made

painted around 1840, showing

Washington 
portrait, 
painted by Rembrandt Peale 
I about 1823, was used on a U. S. 
5-cent stamp. 
Thomas Sully’s 1845 portrait 
of Andrew Jackson has ap­

stamp in 1903 and a 10-cent 
issue of 1967. 
Douglas Volk’s 1908 portrait 
of Abraham Lincoln was on a 
1958 
4-cent 
stamp, 
Gilbert 
Stuart’s 1794 portrait of Chief 
Justice John Jay was issued 
the same year as a 15-cent- 
er, John Trumbull’s 1806 image 
of 
Alexander 
Hamilton 
ap­ 
peared in 1956 as a $5 stamp 
and this year a 40-center car­ 
ried John Wesley Jarvis’s pic­ 
ture of Thomas Paine, painted 
about 1805. 
In 1933 Oswald Birley paint­ 
ed a portrait of Andrew Mel­ 
lon, the longtime secretary of 
the Treasury, who donated the 
funds for the National Gallery 
and gave it his prime collec­ 
tion of Old Masters. This por­ 
trait was used for a 30-cent 
stamp in 1955. 
United States stamps also 
have included several items 
from the National Gallery on 
boating and sailing.

Several foreign nations have 
produced postage stamps from 
paintings now in the National 
Gallery. 
One was the famous Leon­ 
ardo do Vinci portrait of Gin- 
evra de Benci, 
dating from 
i around 1480, which the tiny 
state of Lictenstein put on a 
10-rappen stamp in 1949. That 
was before the National Gal­ 
lery acquired the picture for 
some $6 million. 
Belgium issued two in 1964, 
a 2-franc stamp of “Portrait 
of a Lady,” painted by Rogier 
van der Weyden, and Anthony 
Van Dyck’s image of William 
II of Nassau and Orange, dat­ 
ing from around 1640, which 
appeared on a 4-franc stamp. 
In 1958 Spain issued a 40- 
centavo stamp showing a Fran­ 
cisco Goya painting of about 


1805, “The Bookseller’s Wife.” 
The National Gallery now 
has a permanent exhibit show­ 
ing visitors the stamps that 
have been made from its paint­ 
ings, together with photographs 
of each painting. After exam­ 
ining the stamp exhibit visitors 
may see the originals—or most 
of them—by touring the gal­ 
leries. A few of them are out 
on loan from time to time.

be careful an egg doesn’t splat­ 
ter all over the floor. 
"New methods of processing 
eggs are slowly doing away with 
the myth that there’s nothing as 
good as a fresh egg." says Mrs. 
Zabik. 
"The purpose of an egg is to 
add moisture, flavor and color. 
to help hold crumbly mixtures 
together and to add to the struc­ 
ture of foods," she adds. "An 
egg doesn’t have to have a slip­ 
pery yolk and clean white shell 
to do these things." 
Like To See Yolk 
But the processed egg prob­ 
ably never will totally replace 
the farm-fresh version. 
"The processed eggs might be 
all right for scrambled eggs," 
says 
Dena Cederquist, 
chair­ 
man of the foods and nutrition 
departm ent. "But not for fried. 
The ingredients are all mixed 
up" in a processed egg. 
"Most people,” she says, "like 
to see the white and the yolk in 
a fried egg." 
Although the processed eggs 
| may not catch the public taste 
for fried egg 
breakfasts, they 
would provide several advan­ 
tages over the fresh version. 
The processed eggs are easier 
to handle 
in 
transportation, 
more convenient to store and 
have a longer shelf l i f e , re­ 
searchers say. 
There are some disadvantages 
too. 
Don't Dissolve Well 
Either whole eggs or separ­ 
ate whites and yolks are blend­ 
ed and frozen. Yolks, however, 
do not freeze unless mixed with 
sugar or salt during the proces­ 
sing. This limits their use. 
Some dried eggs do not dis­ 
solve well when mixed with oth­ 
er foods. 
In the MSU experiments. Mrs. 
Zabik found that both 
frozen 
and dried eggs performed well 
in cream puffs, custards 
and 
mayonnaise. Frozen eggs were 
used effectively in sponge, an­ 
gel and chiffon cakes, but dried 
forms did not work well 
The dried eggs did not pro­ 
duce a stable foam, Mrs. Zabik 
explained, and they collapsed 
when 
other 
ingredients 
were 
added.

The ruling made last week 
was revealed Sunday by the Ne­ 
gro’s lawyer William Kunstler. 
Alfred N. Johnson, 53, of Har­ 
lem. joined the Communist par­ 
ty in 1933 and left in 1950, he 
wrote on his application for a 
govei nment security clearance 
while working as an electronic 
engineering aid for a New- York 
firm 
working on 
government 
contracts. 
The government turned down 
Johnson’s 
application, but he 
appealed the denial and it was 
reversed by Klyde. 
The Department of Defense 
said it will appeal Klyde’s rul­ 
ing.

Bathe Away Corns and 
Calluses in Minutes
